As previously stated in the Office Action mailed 03/19/2009, claims 1 and 12 as amended 
are considered allowable over the prior since the prior art does not disclose or reasonably 
suggest, along with the other claimed limitations, a sensing apparatus comprising: namely a 
transmission line for propagating an electromagnetic wave therethrough, wherein the 
transmission line has a resonance structure for confining the propagating electromagnetic wave 
and the resonance structure comprises a distributed reflective region having a periodic structure.
